One oi those books is by the ^uban Castro had negotiating with Kennedy, on 
Kennedy's initiative, at the tine he was killed. The other is by one of the first men 
in the CIA's “ational "" hotograpMc Interpretation Center. I explain that bit. First, 
Ms book had to have been OKed by the CIA.

qnd I've no intention of finishing it. A t is a lead into the future. So do not change 
the chapter titles beginning with 15 . Keep them as they are on this original. 

It is coming back to me a little not;. The important parts are the epilogue and 
the Afterword. What i use in them 1 used at greater length in the Newman book. What 
follows them is the first three weeks of the new era that I believe is a great disaster 
for the country. In life and in politics there is no quick fix that works and in 
politics in a time when with all the modern wonders the people should be better informed 
they arc> loss informed. But the chapters of the epilogue arc not really part of the 
book. However* if your daughter has no problem in copy! g them they can be looked at 
in the future audit then will bo known if thet go in Mie right direction.
